rate is a Hat one of L'l cents an hour 
to all the men on all the lines. The 
day runs call for 11 hours' work and 
the night runs for from 
9 1-2 to 10 


hours' work. 


A little over a year ago the carmen 


on the Transit lines began to agitate 
for a raise of their wages. They were 
then being paid on a graduated scale, 
ranging from IS to 21 cents an hour. 


Just before they got ready to make 


their demand. Manager Kelly 
posted 


a notice announcing' a voluntary in- 
crease.

Since that time all has gone alons 


smoothly, but recently the men have 
bean agitating for another 
advance, 


nnd it was reported that they would 
hold a meeting' next Monday night to 
make a demand for an increase.

In addition to the increase in wases 


the Transit Company lias announced 
that it will sivV a series of. free Bio- 
nics during '-the coming season to the 
men employed on the 
various lines. 


The company will furnish the music

eral approval. No fault has thus fat 
been found with the scope and char- 
acter of the proposed plan. The Coun- 
cil has positively announced its inten- 
tion to submit the plan to the voters, 
and for once all the members o£ that 
body are irs substantial accord on a 
bond proposition. All have 
unequi- 


vocally stated that they £avor the Sev- 
eral projects named. 


C'ounclman Cuvellier said euphemis- 


tically at the banquet that there v,-a.3 
no minority on this Question, and his 
cordial endorsement of the bond prop- 
osition is a. pleasing indication of 
a 


unity of purpose in the Council that 
has heretofore 'been lacking-. 
It is a 


gratifying 
assurance for the 
future, 


and goes far to strengthen public con- 
fidence in the proposed measure. 


The Advisory Commitee has 
signi- 


fied an intention to act, and to fulfill 
the trust imposed with 
thoroughness 


and fidelity. Here again is evidence 
of approach to cordial understanding 
and a mutual recognition of the neees- 
isity of the responsibility resting upon 
all good citizens to co-operate for the 
public welfare. 
Having reached this 


assuring stage, the rest should be 
easy. What remains to be done is the 
preparation of plans and specifications 
and making up of estimates ot cost, 
and other necessary preliminaries. 


City Attorney Johnson says there 


• re no legal obstacles in the way o£ 
the project. He appro-ves the propos- 
ed bond issue and the objects named 
in it, but he has a heavy task 'before 
him in preparing legal 
instructions 


and the plan of 
proceedure. He

City Engineer Turner is equally con-

Fortunate- 
ly much valuable work has been done 
in this direction by the Committee of 
One Hundred and the City Engineer's 
office, under direction of past Coun- 
cils.

A REVOLTING CONFESSION. 


It is with mingled feelings of shame 


and' Indignation' one reads the admis- 
sion of General Jacob H. Smith that 
he did give orders to make the island 
of iSamar a howling wilderness and to 
slay all males above ten" years of ase. 
When Major.'Waller 
testified in his 


own defense that General Smith gave 
him such orders the statement 
was 


not accepted as literally true. 
Most 


people inferred that the orders carried 
that construction, but did not give the 
barbarous instruction specifically. 
It 


will come as a. shock to the 
entire 


country to learn that General Smith's 
counsel 
admits the charge without 


equivocation. It stands forth in all 
the 'hideousness of naked atrocity. 


General Smith will endeavor to jus- 


tify his atrocious order. His counsel 
has set up the plea that the conditions 
existing in Samar made necessary the 
drastic measure. 
It cannot be justi- 


fied. The slaughter of children 
and 


laying 
desolate of a wHole province 


without regard to the guilt or inno- 
cence of .those who are to be slain and 
| whose property is to be destroyed can 


j never be justified. It is bald savagery. 
| Humanity recoils at it, and civilization 


stands aghast that its supposed finest 
military product coolly acknowledges 
such atrocious deeds and calmly con- 
tends that they are Justified. 


If they are Justifiable what is un- 


justifiable? Hyder lAli did little worse. 
His pitiless ferocity was exercised in 
a larger field, but the character of it 
differs little from the order of General 
Smith. Why are not Alaric and Atilla 
Justified? The ravaging of the Pali- 
tinnte by Lo-uis XIV. was less sanguin- 
ary, but history records It as a crime 
against cvilization. 


General 
Smith is a brave 
soldier, 


who has 'heretofore deserved wel! of 
his country, and it is a matter for pro- 
found 
regret that he should 
have 


stained an honorable record and tar- 
nished the glory of his country by a 
.ruthless barbarity for .which there is 
no excuse. It is evident that the Wai- 
Department 
ofCLcials in 
Washington 


were totally unaware of the character 
of the campaign he was conducting 
in Samar, and 
they are 
naturally 


astounded and dismayed at the unex- 
pected 
disclosure. 
Because 
this 


knowledge has been 
withheld 
from 


him, Secretary Root is humiliated by 
the appearance of having misrepre- 
sented the facts in an official report 
to Congress. 
General Smith has not 


only shamed his flag and his country, 
but he has humiliated the Secretary of 
War. Possibly the court-martial will 
deal leniently with him. In view of his 
past services and the peculiar condi- 
tions under which he acted, but it is 
quite certain that the American people 
will not excuse him nor the President 
absolve him for his ruthless departure 
from the usag-e's of civilized warfare. 
Should he (be acquitted by the court, 
he will doubtless be recalled and made 
to feel the weight of the President's 
displeasure.

EXIT VINING—GOOD RIDDANCE. 


The striking carmen have gained an 


initial victory in compelling the resig- 
nation of Manager Vining. In this they 
have done the public a servce, for Mr. 
.Vining belongs to the most arrogant 
and offensive type of "the people 
be 


d—d" 
corporation 
managers. 
His 


reign was marked by a brutal disre- 
gard of the public's rights as well as 
despotic oppression of the employes, 
subject to his tyrannous methods. It 
is evident that he concealed the facts 
of the situation from the owners of 
the United Railways, and aggravated 
the friction 'between the company and 
its employes. 


When the issue was made by the 


strike, his oppressive methods 
were 


brought home to his employers. 
For 


the first time they were made aware of 
the fact that Vining was directly and 
,solely responsible for many of 
the 


grievances of the carmen. He had. de- 
nied them the ordinary right of Amer- 
ican freemen to organize fo'r their own 
protecton. 
'He had refused to con- 


fer with them or to iidmit that they 
had any rights he was bound to re- 
spect. At 
the outset he made 
the 


declaration that no concession would 
be made to them and that no man 
who left the company's employ would 
ever be allowed to work for it again.

Building Trades Coun- 


cil's Authority Is 


Questioned. 


CONTRACTORS INVOLVED 


IN THE DISPUTE 


A sharp Issue has arisen between 


the Building Trades Council and the 
Federation of Labor by the action of 
Carpenters' 
Union No. 433, of 
San 


Francisco, by which the building- con- 
tractors have been brought into the 
dispute. Carpenters' Union No. 483 is 
disposed to recognize the authority of 
the Labor Council rather than that of 
the Building- Trades Council, and of 
course this, disturbs its relations with 
the unions under the jurisdiction of 
the Trades <.'0'uncil. It ia absolutely 
necessary for the contractors to have 
harmony in all the 
building trades, 


otherwise they will be subject jp boy- 
cotts and counter (boycotts by oppos- 
ing organizations. 


A few days ago the contractors sub- 


mitted a proposition to be settled by 
the Building Trades Council and Car- 
penters' Union No. 483 jointly as, fol- 
lows: 


"Are you in favor of unions in 
the 


building business holding membership 
in both the Building Trades Council 
and the Labor Council?" 


This tyiestion is to be decided on 


May S. 


Last Tuesday 
night the Oakland 


Carpenters' Union adopted the follow- 
ing resolution declaring its adhesion 
to the Building Trades Council:

6OOD ROADS IN GEORGIA. 


2,000 Mil*i of Them Built in Ten Years 


Largely by Convict Labor. 


In improving its highways the State 


of Georgia now leads the rest of the 
South. Nearly 2.000 miles of graded 
roads have been tmilt in the .State in 
the last ten years and under :i law 
passed In 1891, the 
various 
counties 


now raise J400.000 annually for road- 
making and mending. 
The State law permits the employ- 
ment of chain gangs of misdeineatior 
c-onvlcts on road making as a relief 
to hired free labor. The convicts are 
quartered in movable camps and dur- 
ing the winter in county barracks 
which have all the conveniences of a 
well-regulated prison. 


The only persons in the State who 
object to this method of improving the 
highway* are the convicta and their 
opinion does not count.

The green deciduous fruit growers of 


California held a meeting at the Palace 
Hotel in San Francisco -yesterday to dis- 
cuss the organization of an association, 
ihe idea of which ia to eliminate need- 
less competition in the East and control 
the various Eastern markets ana exploit 
new markets in this country and abroad. 
The scheme will T>e of vital interest to 
fruit growers of Alameda county. 


The plan was discussed at length, anrl 


the situation carefully canvassed, and it 
was the sense of the meeting that the 
association would be an unqualified suc- 
cess. The shippers will again meet next 
•Wednesday and Thursday to perfect the 
details of the organization. 
After yes- 
terday's meeting: one of 
the shippers 


said: 
"Just what form the association or or- 
ganization will take.it is i-mpossiolc to 
any at this time. W* have reached only 
the preliminary stage. 
Shippers repre- 
senting H5 per cent of the deciduous . f r u i t 
crop have come together and talked over 
the situation, and we hope to make fur- 
ther progress in the direction of organ- 
izing1 at our next meeting next week.
